STOCKHOLM. Aug. 3.--The extraordi- 


nary session of the riksdag was brought 
to a close today. King Oscnr was not 
[•resent, but was represented by the new 
premier, Christian Lundeberg. 


In declaring the session closed 
the 


speaker of the house said the situation 
still contained disqniet.in; 


Shortly after S o'clock this morning 


the body of a, man was discovered lying 
on a. green plat of grass directly in the 
rear of the new J. I. Case T. M. Co. of- 
fices, 
corner 
of Stale and St.

streets. 
There was a gaping bullet 


wound in his forehead clear through the 
head, and a 33-cnlibre revolver with one 
chamber 
-.lischarged, 
lay 
beside him. 


From appearances the man had commit- 
ted suicide and been dead some hours, 
the body being cold. As usual n. crowd 
of people gathered and the wildest kind 
of stories were in circulation. It was 
said that he was one of the Case T. M. 
Co. office men; that he had shot himself 
in the offices; that it was a nonunion 
molder and was murdered; then a union 
man and wns shot by a nonunion man. 
Ml were false and the affair dwindled 
down to the fact that the dead man was 
Simon Laux, a laboring man 47 year old, 
out of work, in poor 
health and had 


without doubt ended his life.

EASILY IDENTIFIED. 


When a representative of the Journal 


arrived at the scene in company with 
Coroner Hoyle, Policeman Bert George 
was in possession of the revolver and 
charge of the body.

After the war he studied law and prac- 
ticed a number of years at La l-'nyetre 
He joined the Knights of Pythias in 1874 
at La Fayette, went through all ihe 
chairs and wns elected grand' chancellor 
of Indiana in 1SSO. He wns regarded as 
Lhe founder of the uniform rank and whs 
elected its first major general 
in 1SS4

Declared Not Guilty of tlio Murder of Dr

MAXKATO, Minr... Aug. 2— The jury 


in the third trial of Dr. George R. Koch, 
chn-rgcd with the murder of Dr. L. A. 
Gebhardt, his brother dentist, at N'ew 
Ulm, Minn., on the night of Nov. 1, 1904, 
late yesterday afternoon returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty after three hours of 
deliberation. 


The case has been a sensational one 


and has held the close attention of the 
people of the northwest. Dr. Gebhardt 
was found lying in a pool of blood on thu 
floor of his office, about 10 o'clock at 
night, his head crushed by blows of a 
hammer. The most 
important witness 


in the trial was Asa P. Brooks, editor of 
the New Ulm Review, who heard scuff 
ling in Dr. Gebhardt's office, which is di- 
rectly over the editorial room of the Re- 
view, and ran up the side stairs to a*cer 
ta.in the cause. Not being able to make 
an entrance, he peered through the tran 
som and saw the murderer standing over 
Dr. Gebhardt's body.

that, although the murderer turned and 
looked at him, he could not recognize to- 
man, but swore taht it was not Koch 
The rest of the evidence was purely cir 
cumstantial. 


Dr. Koch did not seem unusually per 


turbed on account of the murder. II 
continued his practice at New Ulm, wa 
present at the inquest, aod snng at the 
funeral. Circumstantial evidence, how 
ever, strengthened by the knowledge o 
jealousy alleged to have resulted fro 
business rivalry and love affairs, caused 
suspicion to be directed toward him, and 
he was finally indicted.

NEW ORLEANS WAS GUILTY OF 


NEGLIGENCE. 


Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin: The 


medical investigation 
incident 
to 
the 


fight against the yellow fever in New 
Orleans has revealed the fact that the 
disease made its appearance some time 
iu May, or about two months ago. This 
convicts the health department of !NTew 
Orleans of both gross carelessness and 
deliberate deception. The sanitary au- 
thorities are now carrying on a vigorous 
campaign in the cleaning up of so-called 
•'plague spots," and in she subjugation 
of the mosquito, and their work is re- 
vealing conditions which corroborate the 
charge that they have heretofore been 
guilty of uegligence. 


For instance, it is stated in a, specjul 


dispatch to the New York Tribune that ' 
the inspectors for the health department 
found a cow in the third story of a 
house in the infocted district, and chanc- 
ed upon a. woman milking a goat at the 
foot of a. bed whereon her husband was 
dying of the yellow fever. The cow bad 
been"taken to its elevated quarters whllo 
it wns a. mere calf, and had derveloped 
there, its milk presumably being doled 
out for consumption in the tenement. No 
such infractions 
of common sanitary 


rules could have occurred had the au- 
thorities of New Orleans been as watch- 
ful as all Gulf coast cities ought to bo 
during the summer months. 


The great fear whe-n diseases are dis- 


covered that are likely to become epi- 
demic if they arc not promptly combat- 
ed, is thai the announcement of their 
presence will throw people into a panic 
and injure business. This fear i*,well 
an 
nure 
. 


grounded, as people generally insfatnte 
precautionary measures and thus restrict 
their social and business activity. But 
the loss that New Orleans would havo 
suffered had she promptly adraitt«d the- 
presence of the disease and taken instant 
measures to stamp it out would, have 
been small in comparison with the toss 
she will now suffer because of the pan- • 
icky condition that exists throughout tie ' 
south.

Iti speaking 
of the reasons for his return to Wash- 
ington at this time, he said, that the.ra 
were several matters of considerable im- 
portance which required is presence here, 
among them being that of a successor 'to 
Mr. Cotton, who recently was appointed 
United States district judge in Oregon 
in place of Judge Boldinger, deceased. 
Mr. Cotton had accepted the position, 
but for business and private reasons has 
withdrawn 
his acceptance. There arc 


also several matters of trust legislation, 
which require his attention. 


In answer to an inquiry concerning the 


cotton leak investigation the attorney 
general said that he hnd been ju close 
touch with the investigation from its or- 
igin, but he desired a further personal 
conference with District Attorney Beach. 
Mr. Moody said that Mr. Beach was quite 
able to properly conduct the investiga- 
tion without any assistance from him or 
any one, but that as this \viis a matter of 
personal house cleaning .of the adminis- 
tration, it seemed fitting that the head 
of the department of justice should keep 
in sufficiently close touch with the mat- 
ter to assume a personal responsibility 
with reference to it to the president and 
to the country. The attorney general 
had a conference with Mr. Beach today. 
The district attorney said that the grand 
jury now investigating the cotton leak 
would take a recess today until the 15th. 
He explained that the adjournment of

Great Northern Express companies arc 
in effect refusing perishable shipments 
except to large stations where the com- 
panies maintain exclusive agents. 


OPERATORS 1IETUKN TO WORK.

A SMALL STEAMER 


Shortly after 8 o'clock this morning 


the body of a man was discovered lying 
on a grecu plat of grass directly in the 
rear of the new J, I. Case T. M. Co. of- 
fices, 
corner 
of State and 
St. 
Clair 


streets. 
There was a gaping bullet 


ound in his forehead clear through the 


head, and a 38-calibre revolver with one 
chamber 
'discharged, lay 
beside him. 


From appearances the man had commit- 
ted suicide and been dead some hours, 
the body being cold. As usual a crowd 
of people gathered and the wildest kind 
of stories were in circulation. It was 
said that he was one of the Case T. M. 
Co. office men; that he had shot himself 
in the offices; that it was a nonunion 
molder and was murdered; then a union 
man and was shot by a nonunion man. 
All were false and the affair dwindled 
down to the fact that the dead man was 
Simon Laux, a laboring man 47 year old, 
out of work, in poor health and had 
without doubt ended his life. 


EASILY IDENTIFIED. 


When a representative of the Journal 


arrived at the scene in company with 
Coroner Hoyle, Policeman Bert George 
was in possession of the revolver and 
charge of the body. Several persons in 
the crowd readily identified the body as 
that of Simon.Laux, a laboring man. In 
the pocket of his coat was found a let- 
ter addressed to Simon Laux, 
Racine, 


Wis., care of Mrs. Mary Anderson, 910 
State street. The letter was written by 
Mrs. Mary Brannan, 1138 Kinnickinnic 
avenue, Milwaukee, a former resident of 
Eacine, and with whom the dead man 
formerly boarded. The letter said that 
the writer was sorry he was out of work; 
that there was plenty of employment in 
Milwaukee ami advising him to come 
there. A number of other articles were 
found, but 'no money or note touching 
upon the reasons for the rash act. 


CAME FROM WEST. 


The reporter called at 010 State street 


ai'.d ascertained that Mrs. Mary Ander- 
son had left that place. She was found 
up stairs at 1004 State street. When ap-' 
prised of the suicide of Mr. Laux she was 
surpised and remarked that he was the 
last man in the world that she wonld 
have suspected of ending his life. Mrs. 
Anderson said that Mr. Laux had board- 
ed with her close to.a year and that of 
late he had roomed at the home of Louis 
Lawson on Huron street. The Iniit she 
had seen of him was when he ate his 
supper last evening and he told her he 
was going to Pugh's office to look for a, 
job as teamster, that firm having adver- 
tised for help. He did not appear down- 
hearted, but had sat for an hour or long- 
er as if in deep thought and did not 
speak until aroused. Mrs. Anderson said 
Laux told her that he came direct from 
California to Racine, having lived in that 
state eleven or twelve years and inti- 
mated that he had well to do people in 
that county. Further 
than 
that she 


knew nothing of his history. He wa,s a 
laboring man 47 years old, single and had 
worked at the Case T. M. Co., and last 
as a watchman for the Racine Engine Co. 
at Racine Junction. Never had she 
heard him intimate self-destruction. 


IMAGINED THINGS. 


On the person of the man was found a 


bottle of medicine with the label of Dr. 
Faaen. The doctor was seen and said 
tha.PLaux had been doctoring with him. 
He imagined that he was sick and said 
because of. his condition would quit his 
job as watchman. His locomotion was 
affected and lie realized that gradually 
he was becoming paralyzed. The doctor 
cheered him up and advised him to get 
another job and keep his mind occupied 
and he would get better. Sunday was 
the last time the doctor saw him. Hi; 
never confided anything about himself to 
the physician, but those with whom ho 
associated,- stated he was a good, sober 
and industrious man. 


SLEPT IN HIS ROOM. 


Laux slept in his room at the Lawson 


homo last night as usual, but what time 
he left there is not known. The spot 
where he shot himself was only n few 
rods from the house nnd within sight of 
the room. It is not known where ho pro- 
cured the revolver with which he shot 
himself. The body was removed to the 
Befl'el undertaking parlors and Coroner

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 3.—Up to 3 
o'clock today there were two deaths and 
seven new cases of yellow fever reported 
to the board of health. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 3.—Not- 


withstanding the increase in the number 
of deaths and new cases at Ship Island 
and the admitted spread of the disease 
in the past twenty-four hours, the yel- 
low fever situation as compared with yes- 
terday is viewed with some assurance. 
The amelioration of conditions between 
authorities of Mississippi and Louisiana 
l*ns done much to improve the bor>efnl 
feeling that, the imbrolio is now a closed 
incident. Governor Vardaman has for- 
warded definite instructions to the gulf 
coast for better observance of instruc- 
tions, with, however, a strict mainte- 
nance of the original Quarantine. Mis- 
sissippi has further relented to the ex- 
tent of permitting the detention camp on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad to.

treatment now prescribed Tjy the doctors 
no solid food of any kind is given during 
several days of a. patient's illness. 
Milk 


in the principal diet, with alkalian water* 


and the juice of watermelon to work on 
the kidneys. To all nausea the doctors 
prescribe^ small pieces of ice, to be dis- 
solved in the mouth. Many of the Ital- 
ians die.because they do not get this 
treatment until too late. Comparatively 
few outside of Italians have been at- 
tacked, and some of these exceptions are 
already on the streets, little worse for 
their illness. 


OFFICIALS NOT DISCOURAGED. 
Tha situation today continued to be 


viewed, with something like optimism by 
those: immediately in charge of the fight. 
The public is warned not to be alarmed 
because the number of cases and deaths 
are more numerous than they were a 
week ago, and the doctors are saying 
that for some time probably, even with 
the most favorable progress, there will 
be new cases and fatalities. But so* long 
as there is no infection, in the modern 
section of New Orleans; that is, the large 
district w-hicli lies above Canal street, the 
doctors refuse to believe that there is 
any chance of the disease assuming a gen- 
eral epidemic form. 


COUNTRY DISTRICTS EXCITED. 
The excitement in the country districts 


is not allayed, but seems to have grown 
more acute with the discovery of cases 
at other points. In this connection the 
doctors here are' disposed to question 
whether all the cases that appear can 
properly be traced to New Orleans. 


A whole train load of passengers on 


the Iron Mountain road has been held up 
in Concordia. 


The passengers have been loud in their 


telegraphic protests to the state railroad 
commission, declaring that they have had 
neither food nor water and that nothing 
has been done to relieve them from a 
distressing situation. Efforts are being 
made to move the train.

GEN. 
CARNAHAN 
DEAD 


Major General and Founder ol 


Uniform Bank, Knights oi 


Pythias Dies. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 3.—Gen. 


Jas. R. Carnahan, major general of the 
Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, died 
today at his home after an illness of two 
weeks. 


James R. Carnahan was born at Day- 


ton. Ind.. Nov. 18, 1841. Immediately 
beforo file civil war, he was attending 
Wabash college at Crawfordsville, Ind., 
and joined the late Gen. Lew Wallace's 
zouaves as a private. He later joined 
the 80th Indiana regiment to which he 
remained attached throughout the war, 
serving the last year ns a staff officer. 
After the war he studied law and prac- 
tieed .1 number of years at La Fayette. 
He joined the Knights of Pythias in 1874 
at La Fayette, went through 
all the 


chairs and was elected grand'chancellor 
of Indiana in 18SO. He was regarded as 
the founder of the uniform rank and was 
elected its first major general in 1884, 
which position he held at the time of his 
death. He was past department com- 
mander of the G. A. R., and a prominent 
candidate for national commander at one 
time. 


He was appointed a member f>! the 


visiting committee to West Point mili- 
tary academy last year by President 
Roosevelt and delivered a.n address there. 
The immediate cause of death was stom- 
ach trouble and nraemic poisoning. 


He leaves a widow and three daugh- 


ters, Mrs. H. G. Ashbrook of Cleveland, 
0.; Mrs. Michael Steelbright of Superior, 
Wis., and Mrs. Ralph Hess' of Fort Col- 
lins, Ohio.

Declnred Not Gulltr of tlie Murder of Dr 


Gcbhardt. 


MANKATO, Minn., Aug. 2.—The jury 


in the third trial of Dr. George R. Koch, 
charged with the murder of Dr. L. .A. 
Gebhardt, his brother dentist, at New 
Ulm, Minn., on the night of Nov. 1, 1904, 
ate yesterday afternoon returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty after three hours cf 
deliberation. 


The case has been a sensational one 


ind has. held the close attention of the 
>eople of the northwest. Dr. Gebhardt 
was found lying in a pool of blood on tho 
floor of his office about 10 o'clock at 
night, his head crushed by blows of 
lammer. The most important witness 
in the trial was Asa P. Brooks, editor of 
;he New Ulm Review, who heard scuff- 
ing in Dr. Gebhardt's office, which is di- 
•ectly over the editorial room of the Re- 
view-, nnd ran up the side stairs to ascer- 
tain the cause. Not being able to make 
n entrance, he peered through the tran- 


som and saw the murderer standing over 
Dr. Gebhardt's body. Brooks testified 
hat, although the murderer turned nnd 
ooked at him, he could not recognize the 
man. but swore taht it was not Koch. 
The rest of the evidence was purely cir- 
cumstantial. 


Dr. Koch did not seem unusually per- 


turbed on account of the murder. He 
continued his practice at New Ulm, was 
present at the inquest, and sang nt the 
funeral. Circumstantial 
evidence, how- 


ever, strengthened by the knowledge of 
jealousy alleged to have resulted from 
business rivalry and love affairs, caused 
suspicion to be directed toward him, find 
he was finally indicted. The first two 
trials resulted in disagreements.

NEW ORLEANS WAS GUILTY OF 


NEGLIGENCE. 


Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin: 
Th« 


medical investigation 
incident to th* 


fight against the yellow fever in ISTew 
Orleans has revealed the fact that the 
disease made its appearance some time 
in May, or about two months ago. This 
convicts the heivjth department of New 
Orleans of both gross carelessness and 
deliberate deception. The sanitary au- 
thorities are now carrying on a vigorous 
campaign in the cleaning up of so-called 
'plague, spots," and in i:he subjugation 
of the mosquito, and their work 13 re- 
realing conditions which corroborate the 
charge that they have heretofore been 
guilty of negligence. 


For instance, it is stated in a special 


dispatch to the New York Tribune that 
the inspectors for the health department 
found a cow in the third story of a 
house in the infected district, and, chanc- 
ed upon a woman milking a goat at the 
foot of a bed whereon her husband was 
dying of the yellow fever. The cow had 
been taken to its elevated quarters while 
it was a mere calf, and had developed 
there, its milk presumably being doled 
out for consumption in the tenement. No 
such infractions 
of common sanitary 


rules could have occurred had the au- 
thorities of New Orleans been as watch- 
ful as all Gulf coast cities ought to be 
during the summer months. 


The great fear when diseases are dis- 


covered that are likely to become epi- 
demic if they are not promptly combat- 
ed, is that the announcement of their 
presence will throw people into a panic 
and injure business. This fear is, well 
grounded, as people generally institute 
precautionary measures and thus restrict 
their social and business activity. But 
the loss that New Orleans would hare 
suffered had she promptly admitted the 
presence of the disease and taken instant 
measures to stamp it out would have 
been small in comparison with the kws 
she will now suffer because of the pan- 
icky condition that exists throughout the 
south.

ST. PAUL, Aug. 2.—The strike of the 


;elegraph operators of the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern railway sys- 
tems today settled into what promises to 


a long drawn out contest between two 


of the largest railroads of the west and 
a combination of employes who claim 
to have the power to tie up the money 
making end of these two railroads so 
that the companies will be willing to 
grant their demands. 


President Perham and his assistants 


began the day with an attempt to close 
up all the loose end of the strike which 
was ordered last night to counteract the 
lockout ordered liy the railroad officials 
yesterday. At strike headquarters'tele- 
grams were arriving by the score from 
every point along the two systems from 
loyal unionists stating that every tele- 
graph operator to a man had gone out 
and that a complete tieup was affected. 
On the other hand, an equal number of 
telegrams were being sent out to heads 
of unions at var.iou spoints. instructing 
them to set picket lines. 


"There is nothing, to say now except 


that we have a full fledged strike on and 
that so far as our reports go1 every man 
is out on both lines." said Mr, Perham 
to the Associated Press. 


"I ordered this strike after we had 


tried nil other ways of settling our griev- 
ances against the railroads 
and 
after 


they had locked out our men because 
they 
would not sign impossible 
agree- 


ments. Another 
thing that made me 


call this strike was the statement of the 
general monager of the Great Northern 
that eighty per cent of the men remained 
loyal to the road. That and the fact 
that about 400 nonunion men were on 
thoir way from Kansas City to Kl] the 
vacancies on the Northern Pacific causrd 
me to decide to show them that they 
were mistaken, in their estimate as to 
the number of loyal men. Well, all our 
men arc out and our advices are that 
the timcup is complete. The roads are 
not running any 
freight trains. They 


may be running passenger trains on time 
and I hope they will do so as I don't 
want to interrupt, travelers." 


In concluding his statement Mr. Per- 


ham said: 


"We have now 050 men out 
on the 


Great Northern road and 1,100 on the 
Northern Pacific."

"In response to President

The movement of freight today 
is of course slow and tedious because it 
has been necessary to adopt method^ of 
handling traffic somewhat different from 
those generally 
utilized, but

trains are moving and, the delivery of 
freight at destination is not seriously in- 
terfered with. 


"Telegraphers at headquarters in Sb. 


Paul obeyed the strike order and went 
out. 
Wires arc still working

headquarters offices however, and com- 
munication is being maintained with the 
west end of the system. The refusal of 
the men to,,remain at their keys is an in- 
convenience1, but the business of the com- 
pany is being handled just the same, in 


tampering with the company's wires. 


"On the Minnesota division conditions 


are fairly good. 


"On the Dakota division substantially 


the same condition prevails. 
'-"The situation on the 
Yellowstone, 


Montana, Hocky Mountain and Idaho di- 
visions is much the same.

QUIT WORK AT HELENA. 


HELENA, Mont., Aug. 2.—Dispatches 


from Montana points indicate that the 
strike order was generally obeyed by 
the telegraphers on the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern in this city, which 
is a relay office, 1C operators, including 
two wire chiefs and two operators in the 
yard quit on receiving the signal from 
President Perham. 


All operators on the Montana Central 


except dispatchers, about fifty altogeth- 
er, went out. At Jlissoiila the entire 
Northern Pacific staff except two men 
quit work. Train No. 1 was brought in- 
to Missoula by hand car signals. The 
entire Rocky Mountain division of the 
Northern Pacific is reported to be tied 
up by the strike.

in America not only Russia, her 


forces, her resources nnd her power ot 
resistance are not known, but the people 
are even mistaken about the true results 
of the war. The Russians have had re- 
verses, but this does not signify that 
they linvc 
lost 
the power which was 


known to the Muscovite empire before 
the war: it does not mean that Russia 
has become a negligable quantity, nor 
thnt the Japanese have acquired by re- 
sult of the recent victories such a su- 
premacy as to make the Russian empire 
consider them n, truly redoubtable ene- 
my." 
. . 
Mr. Witte recognizes the good qualities 


of the Japanese military, naval amt_nd- 
miniatrative officers and docs not believe 
any other .European nation would have 
been able to res'ist Jnpnn as Russia ha« 
done. "It must be tnken into considera- 
tion." Mr. Witte said, "thnt the Japan- 
ese had been preparing tlie.mselvea for 
war for about ten years, while Russia 
WHS entirely unprepared, wishing nnd. 
trusting in" peace: thnt the 
Japanese 


fought in their own neighborhood under 
nil favorable conditions, while Russians 
had to be sent «,000 versts from their 
headquarters by n railway entirely in- 
sufficient to their needs and to fight a 
colonial war with all coefficients against 
them. 
"There is not in history another ex- 


ample of a similar disproportion between 


and America. It is considered as a very 
distant colonial war, but the whole Rus- 
sian people would rise as a single man 
the day in which they should think that 
it is no more the question of a, colonial 
war. which is not dangerous, but of a 
conflict threatening the security of the 
country." 


M. Witte indicated, notwithstanding 


these views, that he does not mean to 
say that be will not make every possi- 
ble effort towards 
the 
conclusion of 


peace, adding that be is favorable 
to 


pence us a • Russia n and as a man, hav- 
ing always worked to prevent war and 
understanding 
that at present nearly 


the entire world desires the end of the 
conflict. However, be feels that to reach 
this object it is necessary that the Jap- 
anese shoxild be animated by the same 
feelings; that they should be convinced 
that for Russia peace is desirable, but is 
not at all indispenaible, and that conse- 
quently she will never accept any condi- 
tion which even apparently may offend 
her amour propro. Mr. Witf.e repeated 
that he will honestly do all that his con- 
science may suggest to bring about i( 
possible 
an agreement which may 
be 


equally satisfactory to the interest; o! 
Russia and Japan.

A New Chief Engineer For the Panama Canal 
T 


HE recent rather abrupt retire- 


ment of John F. Wallace from 
his post as chief engineer of 
the Panama canal and the 


speedy appointment of John F. Stevens 
to succeed him have brought about a 
revival of interest in the most gigantic 
constructive problem ever undertaken 
by the American people. 
When Mr. 


Wallace entered upon tho duties of his 
position about a year ago it was felt 
that something toward the realization 
of the project had been accomplished. 
His reputation as a man of deeds was 
BO well established that public confi- 
dence In the feasibility of the under- 
taking took a mighty leap. 
French 


failure to dig the ditch seemed more 
pucrl'e than ever, and the former 
advocates of the Nicaragua route v.-ero 
silent. 
The nation was committed to 


tho building of tho canal, and It must 
go on to completion without interrup 
tlon. 
But there has been an Interruption, 


and it has been sufficient to remind tho 
American people that the task which 
they have accepted so courageously 
cannot be rushed through to fulfillment 
on tnc first great wave of popular en- 
thusiasm. 
It IB unfortunate, perhaps

DURAND TALKS OF PEACE 


British Embassador Discusses 


Prospects ol Peace. 


Judge Calhonn and Minister to Vene- 


zuela Inquire About South 


American Affairs. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 3.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt received several notable 
men at Sagamore Hill today. Among 
them were Sir Mortimer Durand, the 
British ambassador; W. M. Russell, Un- 
ited States minister to Venezuela; W. J. 
Calhotm, recently designated as a special 
commissioner to Venezuela; Lieut. Com- 
mander W. S. Sims of the navy and Wm. 
Seymour Edwards of West Virginia. 


Ambassador Durand who is passing the 


summer at Lenox, Mass., made this en- 
gagement with the president to discuss 
with him a question pending between the 
United States and Great Britain and to 
talk with him about the prospects of 
peace between Russia, and Japan, The 
ambassador while keenly interested in 
the negotiations between the two bellig- 
erents looking to a cessatita of hostili- 
ties in the far east has refrained from 
taking active part in the preliminary ne- 
gotiations, because of the well known 
attitude of Great Britain toward Japan. 
Ho frequently, however, has discussed 
the subject with the president in order 
that he might be informed of the prog- 
ress of the negotiations. 


Accompanied by Mr. Russell, 
Judge 


C'alhoun visited the president to consider 
with him, his mission to Venezuela. In 
a general way, O'udge Calhoun already 
has received his instructions, but it was 
the desire of the president to talk per- 
sonally with him about the situation be- 
fore his departure for South America. 
In brief Judge Calhoun will inquire into 
the relations between the government ai 
Venezuela and European governments 
with a view to ascertaining whether they 
are in any way prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of the United States and he also 
will mnfle a thorough investigation of 
the asphalt controversy. His report >vill 
be made to, tho president and probably 
will become the basis of future actions 
by this government in regard to Vene- 
zuelan affairs. It is reiterated explicit- 
ly that his mission has no relation to 
tho Bowcn-Loomis case. Mr. Russell, 
who was United States minister to Co- 
lumbia and recently was transferred to 
Venezuela-is interested deeply in the in- 
quiry to be made by Judge Calhoun, but 
so far as possible the investigation will 
be conducted independently of the Un- 
ited States legation at Caracas.

about 
some naval 


questions and Mr. Edwards' visit was of 
purely a personal character. He is a rel- 
ative of the president's family.

HUNTERS GET LICENSES 


County Clerk Bell Commences 


Issuing Licenses Today. 


Synopsis of the Game Laws Governing 


Hunting1 Given for Benefit of 


Sportsmen. 


This morning, under the provisions of 


the law, County Clerk William Bell com- 
menced issuing hunting 
licenses. The 


first one was issued to Judge E. B. Bel- 
den. 
Although the licenses are being 


given out, the hunting season does not 
open at this time; in fact, nothing can 
be shot until on or about September 15. 
The following extracts from the Wiscon- 
sin fish and game laws of 1D05 will be 
found interesting to the 
hundreds of 


hunters in Racine county who annually 
take out hunting licenses: 


Sale of game prohibited. 
Game must be accompanied 
by the 


owner when in transit. 


LICENSES. 


AH persons desiring to hunt deer or 


other game, must obtain a license and 
pay the following fees therefor: 
Resi- 


dents, $1; non-residents, $25 for hunting 
deer and other game; ?10 for hunting 
game except deer. 


Hunting license must be in possession 


of person while hunting. 


Non-residents in possession of a license 


therefor may kill and ship two deer, and 
may ship fifty game birds, fowls or ani- 
mals. 


Resident licensees not allowed to ship 


game out of the state.

when in the spotted coat. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


It shall be unlawful to transport any 


carcass or part of carcass or a. green 
hide or a green head of a deer between 
Dec. 3 and Nov. 12 following, or to trans- 
port a carcass or part of carenss of a 
deer during the open season without hav- 
ing attached thereto coupons properly 
cancelled as provided by law.

ACQUATIC FOWL. 


Shooting on open water beyond the 


natural covering of reeds and rushes.

General Moody was at his desk in the de 
partment of justice today.' In speaking 
of the reasons for his return to Wash- 
ington at this time, he said, that there 
were several matters of considerable im- 
portance which required is presence here, 
among them being that of a successor 'to 
Mr. Cotton, who recently was appointed 
United States district judge in Oregon 
in place of Judge Beldinger, deceased. 
Mr. Cotton had accepted the position, 
but for b\isiness and private reasons has 
withdrawn 
his acceptance. There 
are 


also several matters of trust legislation, 
which require his attention. 


In answer to an inquiry concerning the 


cotton leak investigation the attorney 
general said that he had been in close 
touch with the investigation from its or- 
igin, but he desired a further personal 
conference with District Attorney Beach. 
Mr. Moody said that Mr. Beach was quite 
able to properly conduct the investiga- 
tion without any assistance from him or 
any one, but that as this was a matter of 
personal house cleaning .of the adminis- 
tration, it seemed fitting that the head 
of the department of justice should keep 
in sufficiently close touch with the mat- 
ter to assume a personal responsibility 
with reference to it to the president and 
to the country. The attorney general 
had a conference with Mr. Beach today. 
The district attorney said that the grand 
jury now investigating the cotton leak 
would take a recess today until the loth. 
He explained that the adjournment of 
the grand jury was in consequence of the 
fact that an. additional evidence was ex- 
pected from distant points which could 
not be obtained before that time.

Owing to a broken rail the cars

creek, standing on the 


wheels. The smoker went' only part way 
down the bank, turning over but once, 
and the following coach did not go far 
from the tracks, being held in place by a 
telegraph pole.
